'J'ho pri afhlnfr of t-hrist, as the 
Com passionate Saviour of the 
w<»rld, led to the ostablislimeni of 
his Church with Mis Mini.Mtry 
Sacraments and (!oinpreliensiv(< 
('reed. i'erHons who (>arneslly 
lislencMl to the mes8ajj;es of the 
preachers who went forth from 
.Jerusalem into all nations, turned 
away from sin wilh rep<Mitaiice. 
'I'liey were bai)ti/.<Ml, contlrmed, and 
HM'eived to the Holy Comiiiuiiioii. 
They were* built up in their most, 
lioly faith and were true to their 
Heavenly callirijjr. 

" As the [leople Kalhered around 
theH<! i)reachorH and found tliat 
they were the rejin^sfintat.ivos of 
th(> criieilied, risen and ascend(>d 
Christ, they |)(>rceived more and 
clearly that Ihc Hea'l of llu^ church 
was Propht»t, Prie.st, and King, as 
well as Saviour, I'astor, and 'IVach- 
«ir. Whiloall i\w attributes and 
chaiJK^I eristics of your ble.ssed 
Lonl, .I(>HUs Christ, were selh forth, 
how lovini;ly must the early Chris- 
tians iiav(» r(>sponded to His <wlr(^ of 
thiwii as the (4ood ShephcMd, who 
hn<I K'ven Urn life for Hie sheep. 

" As St. Paul looked out u|)oii 
the woild he saw (hat its inhabil- 
ants would fail to ^rasp the truths 
and fads of revelation unlesH they 
Cdtild liHt<Mi to the preacheiH, who 
were duly sent by fclm chU'f Pastors 
of the latter Dispensation. Crowds 
of tim heariiij; peophi wer(^ attract- 
ed to Hie now order of IhiiiKs, and 
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tlKMr spirits were enli)?litened as 
they heani the messagCH of the 
(los)i<d and cast in iIkmi- lot wilh 
those who wore not ashainvd of 
•lesns of Na/.arelh. 

" IJul what l)eeanie of the deaf 
and <lumb, those wlio could not 
heiir ll)e sound of the human voice, 
that ^rtmi educator of tlio eon- 
HcieioM' and slrenj{lhciu>r of the 
will. Some of them doubtloHs for 
a while were miracirloiisly restored 
to hearing and spei>ch, and thus 
gra<lually understood the invita- 
tions of the picfiehers to turn away 
from their evil courses and to put 
their faith in Christ and all He had 
estaldishcd mid taught. Soon 
miracles ceased, tlu'ir mission hav- 
ing been fiillilled. 'I'hen for cen- 
turies tli(> deaf were strangely loft 
in ignoiaiH'e and darkn<<sH. They 
(u)irid noi hear the gracious invita- 
tion of tlu! (lospel feast. The most 
stirring Hermoiis of the preaehei-s 
liad no iiK^aning for them. Devout 
Christians must have deeply d(>- 
plored the condition of these silent 
people and earnest I v prayed for 
their (>nlighti>nnient. Hut very 
little was done for their moral or 
mental education till De VKpee 
appeared in I''rance, lleinecke in 
(ilermany aiul Wallis in Kngland, 
some 140 years ago. They knew 
nothing of each other's methods 
and so worked out their idcaH in- 
dependently. 

" Dcaf-mut(* children and youtlis 
were brought together in schools 
and it was soon (lis<!overed that 
they <'ould be trained to under- 
stand the language of the country 
in whi(di they lived and thus take 
up various (d(>m(>ntary studies. 
OiK! set of t(>achers used the manual 
method to explain lh<« meaning of 
words and Honlenees. Another set 
(liscarded the manual and adopted 
the (U'lil, striving to tea<'h the deaf 
to s|)(<ak iiikI rea<l tlu^ lipsof others. 
Tin* adherents of these two giMU'ric 
methods have oppo8e<l each other 
from the beginning to the jiresent 
tim(>. 

" From my iife-l<uig experience 1 
have come to the coiiclnsioii that 
both iiK^tliods should b(« used in 
every Institution fortlni Deaf under 
the title of the Combined System, 
IhuH doing the greatest good to Hi(> 
greatest number. Signs are to the 
d(>af what sounds are to lh(^ hear- 
ing. Tlu> (iospid neeJs the sign- 
langiiagt^ in ord(M" In be prea<'lied 
fully and convincingly to those 
who are (lepriv(>d of hearing. 

" Preacliers who undei-stand the 
sign language and use it elT«'ctive- 
ly have Hie same power over a coii-

gregation of deaf-mntos that the 
speakcMs have over the hearing 
congregation. 

"The lii-st school for deaf-mutes 
in this country was est^ablished by 
my father, greatly assisted by Mr. 
LaurcMil Cl(>re, a |)U|)il of the Abbe 
Sieard in J'aris, at Hartlord, Conn., 
in 1817. Now there are in the 
United States upwards of 75 In- 
stitutions, most of which are con- 
ducted on the Comliined Systi'in. 
.My youngest luother. Dr. Kdward 
M. (Jallaudet, has found<»d a <'ol- 
leg(> for tlie deaf-mutes of our 
eoiiiitry, in Washington, 1). C. 
This wonderful college, Hi«> only 
one o( its kind in tlui world, forms 
(Uie <ie|)artmeiit of the Colunibian 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes, mnin- 
lained by the (Jovcrnment. 'I'liis 
lnsiitnti(Ui, with its boMutifiil 
groundsand buildings, and KrciK-h's 
bronze statut(\ of Thomas llojikins 
(ia^lauii(<t and of his dear, little, 
silent [»upil, Alic«> Cogswell, forms 
one of Hie most attractive featurtw 
of our National Capital 

"There are upwards of •t(),0(Hl 
deaf-mutes in the United States. 
About one third are at their homes 
waiting for the time to come for 
them to begin tlieir education in 
the various Institutions sujipoited 
by the Slate and National Legisla- 
tures. About one* third are under 
instruction. The otiicr third have 
gone out ill the world to light, .the 
iiiyst(>rious battle of life bravely 
oviircoming the obstacles which 
especially meet them in consequence 
of their 'leafness. 

"Some years ago I was provi- 
• leiitially le<l to see the importance 
of pastoral work among these edu- 
cated, ailult silent people. In 
1850, I began a ni"4c Class for 
them in the City of New'^'ork. In 
18,')2, I began St. Ann's (^hur<'h 
for l)e;if-Miites. My friends 
and 1 have acce[)ted the inevitalile. 
A transition period has passed. 
Soon, under Hie guidance of the 
Mishop, the Standing Commit tee of 
New York, and a .ludge of the 
SiiiinMiie Court, the newly formed 
St. Mattli(>w's Parish will build 
find support- the ii(>w SI. Ann's 
Church for Deaf-Mutes. This 
church will exclusively for deaf- 
mut^^s and will have a vicftr of its 
own. I pray I may live to be the 
first vicar and to see this n«*w ven- 
ture of faith fairly established for 
Hie benelit of 1hi> people »io dear to 
my heart. 

"I have Ih'cii him i iiiiiriiuii, with 
(iod's bh'ssing, in b(>ginning and 
carrying on other organizations for 
the lieiK'lit of deaf-mutes, but I will 
not dw<>ll upon the details on this 
occasion. 

" I will say a few words in rela- 
tion to the work in Philadcljihia. 
In March, 185!*, it was my])rivilege 
to invit(< tli<> deaf-mutes of this city 
to a combined Nervice in St. Ste- 
phen's Cliun'h, the R(>v. Dr. Duca- 
(diet b(>ing rector. This movement 
led to occasional HcrviccH, some- 
tiines held in other churches, but 
St. St(>pli(>irs Church must hav<> 
Ihe'creilit of fostering this niis.sion 
for a long time. While the Rev. 
Francis .T. Clerc, D. D., son of the 
distinguished deaf-ninte educator, 
to whom rpferenee has bo<>n made, 
was the Warden of the l?urd Or- 
l)liMn Asylum, he hehl services for 
deaf-mutes ev(>ry Sunday afternoon 
in St. St(>ph(>irs Churi'h and contri- 
buted largely to the gracious re- 
sults wliich we behold to-day. 

"Dr. Clerc subseiiuently becamo 
Rector of Calvary (^hurch, where 
he gathered a large company of 
deaf-mutes to whom tlie hearing 



portion of the parish were very 
kind and attentive. Another 
change came, and our deaf-mute 
friends found themselves back 
again under the fostering care of 
St. Stephen's Church, during the 
rectorship of Rev. Dr. Rudder. 
Then Mr. Henry Winter Syle, one 
of the most learne<1 and cultivated 
deaf-mutes the world has ever 
known, ajqieared on the scene. 
He was dnly appointed a lay-mis- 
sionary by tlio Rt. R«v. Hishop 
Stevens, and soon made it manifest 
that his heart was in his work and 
that he was endowed with the 
Spirit of the Compassionate Proacli- 
er, who said to the afllicted man of 
olderlimes, Kpliph iHia — be opened. 
It was a great. eonif<u"t to mo to 
<'ome over from New York as often 
as practicable to support him in his 
self-ileiiyiui^: labors. While he had 
a mo(U'rate stipend for liis mission- 
ary work, he supported him.self and 
his beloved wife and children as an 
efficient clerk in the U. S. Mint. 

"At length (he question clearly 
arose, should this remarkable 
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man be admitted to Holy Orders 
and thus have his inlluence as a 
silent preacher greatly stiengthen- 
ed. There was a widespread opin- 
ion that a deaf-mute was 'not eli- 
gible to the ministry, that the use 
of the human voice was essential 
to the validity of ,v sa<'rament, that 
the regulations of (ho l.eviticvl 
priesthood and Ayiostolic canons 
must operate against the earnest 
desire of Mr. Syle to be ordained. 
1 felt that though the strict letter 
of the law and Hie canons might 
jirevent, that the true spirit would 
at lenglli prv'vail and bring addi- 
tional life to the «leaf."*In due lime 
Bishop Stevens clearly saw the 
bearings of the wlude case and ad- 
mitted Mr. Sefe as a candidate for 
Holy Orders. He passed excellent 
examinations and in October, 187(5, 
at St. Stephen's Church, he was 
ortlained a dca«'on, th(« first tleaf- 
mute man in the history of tlie 
Christian Chuirh. Bishoj) Stevens' 
sermon was mo8( elTective and had 
a wide circulation throughout the 
Anglican t^inimunion. Rev. Dr. 
t'lerc and I acted as interpreters 
during their most impressive cere- 
mony. The <leaf-m\ites of Phila- 
delp'iia were out in full force, and 
realized that the tJoapel message 
could be delivered in the language 
of gesture. Anotln'r change came, 
and Rev. Mr, Syle and his peoi)lc 
w(»rsliipped in the Cliureh of the 
Covenant, Rev. Dr. Newton Rec- 
tor, Here, in October, 188;1, Rev. 
Mr, Syle and \iv\\ A. W. Mann, a 
deacon of Ohio, were oniained 
priests, the former by Bishop 
Stevens and the latter by Bishop 
Bedell.

All Souls' Church for the Deaf and 
in witnessing its consecration, hav- 
ing ha<l the encouraging co-opera- 
tion of tlu< Comission on Church 
Work Among the Deaf, appointed 
liy the Convention of Pennsylvania. 
In all his laboiers of love and in 
his ardent devotion to his well 
chos<>n books, he overtaxed his ra- 
ther delicate; const tint ion and was 
weized by pneumonia. The skill of 
Hio doctor and careful nursing 
were futile. On Epiphany 18i»0, 
in the full bliish of his early, pm- 
niising manhood, he was ojilled

Rev. .1. M. Koehler, a priest of 
Central I'ennsylvania, was called 
to b<> Mr. Syle's successor with the 
cordial approval of the belov<Hl 
Bishop who conducts this service 
to-day, and who has shown in .so 
many difTerent ways his piistoml 
care Of the deaf-mute portiim of 
his extensive fold. My dear bro- 
ther, Mr. Koehler, has not only 
worked with great lidelity and <lili- 
geiicc in this peculiar churcU (the 
first of its kind in this country, be- 
ing «)nly pre«'eded by St. Suvitiur's 
Church fortbe Deaf and Dumb, in 
Oxford Street, London), bat he has 
ahso cxtendetl his ministradons in- 
to (he Dioceses of Central I'ennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, New Jersey, 
Maryland, and Washington. We 
congratulate him to-day for his 
success in leading Mr. Whildin, a 
graduate of Oallaudct College, in 
Washington, to the Divinity 
School in West Philadelphia. Our 
young bi-other passed his examina- 
tions with credit a few weeks ago, 
and will soon be able to render 
more eflTective service 
in church work among 
deaf-mutes. 

" There ai(> now 
five deaf-mule clergy- 
men connected wilh 
our Communion, the 
Rev, .\. W, Mann, in 
the Mid -Western Dio 
cese, the Rev. .lob 
Turner, in the South- 
ern, the Rev. ,h M. 
Koi'hler in the Dio- 
ceses already men. 
lioned, the Rev. .1. 
11. Cloud, in the Dio- 
ceses West of the 
Mississiitpi River, and 
tint Rev, C. O, Djyit- 
zer in Central New 
York, and Western 
New York. Rev. Drs 
Cleiv, Chamberlain, 
Rev. Messrs. Berry, 
Soaring and my.self, 
are the hearing clergy- 
men, who can miiiist. 
er to deaf-mutes, 

"It was a kind Providen<'e that 
le<l the Chur<'h having the Book of 
(.■omnion I'rayer with the Bible to 
pioneer (his mos( important and 
interesting mission, for ■<leaf-niutes 
after their education can read the 
service and see how ideas ex pres.sed 
in signs can be followed in the 
words and sentences of the printed 
pages. In places where sign-ser- 
vices can not bo held, it is well for 
deaf-nui(es to go wiHi their heaiing 
frichds and read the portioiTsof 
the service and tlie lessons as they 
are indicated. 

"This work of silently pieaidiing 
the (Jospel of Our Lord and Sa- 
viour, .Jesus Christ, with all its 
positive institutions has been won- 
derfully l)les.seil, Jjawge numbers 
of deaf-mutes have been brought to 
baptism. Confirmation, and the 
Holy (■ommnnio:i. Their familiar 
have luHMi nurtured and "(hey have 
been comforted in their great sor- 
rows and trials, cultivating the 
bright. Christian hope of the l>ettei 
things to come. The workers in 
this country aw in touch with the 
missi<uiaries who are laboring for 
the benefit of dear-mu(es in Croat 
Brit.ain and Ireland, where efficient 
wtirk i*i IiiMii" iliiiii- !m til' lii'.'i'i' 
cities. 

"The mi;m i.iiij;ii,i,L;i' in iiii un- 
speakable blessing to the deaf, I 
advise all deaf persons to put them- 
selves in conimuiiication with deaf- 
mutes and as far as possible be- 
come familiar with the manual me- 
thods. They will not lose tiieir 
voice and they will have hajipier 
lives. Many of them may be ab'«' 
to tlo much goixl among the people 
who need their ministrations. 

"I am sure, dear brelliren, we 
all see the necessity of sending to 
the deaf preachers, who can make 
them umleistand in their own 
language Hie principles of the 
(.Miristian religion. Otheiwisc, 
how call the.se thousiinds of people 
come to a knowledge of the tiuth 
as it is in J«»8us without a preacher. 
"I trust new preachers of this 
kind will be raised up from time to 
time so that we caif re.joicc that the 
(iospel is made known to all sorts 
and conditions of men. 

" My beloved young brother we 
all rejoice to-day that you are con- 
vinced that a Divine call has come 
to you to minister to yonrbrethren, 
Y«m are about to be received into 
the noblest of all earthly pursuits 



and your Bishop is abont to ordain 
your a deacon in the Chui'ch of 
Cod, I trust that in due time you 
will be advanced to the priesthood. 

" It may be that your ileafness 
has proved to • be your greatest 
blessing. With your hearing you 
may have missed the ministry. 
However that may be, you are 
from hencoforthto deal in a ofli<MJil 
way with the most momentous 
questions. Yon ari» to try to lead 
all who come under your influence 
and your preaching, to be loving 
followers of our Saviour .lesus 
Christ. Pray for them, -warn (hem, 
eiu'ourage (hem. Do iio( rest till 
you see them gatlu^r around (ho 
Lord's Table, the Christian Altai, 
to obey .the most pathetic command 
ever given, 'Do (his in remem- 
brance of mo.' 

" Miiy (Uir lleavenlv Fallu'r ever 
bless ynti in all junir miiiisl rations 
among the silent people, in public 
worship an<l in private visitations. 
Through discouragements and en- 
couragements press on to fulfill the 
gieat trust commitleed to yon, and 
all will be well with you in your 
earthly pilgrimage, your next in 
Paradise and your triuiiij>hanl en- 
try into the Heavenly City, through 
the Crucified, ri.sen and ascended 
Saviour of the World."

The Communion service was then 
resumed and followed to the end, 
and after the benediction by (he 
Bishop, the service wa.s over. 

A brief biographical sketch of 
Rev, Mr. Whildin may not be out 
of phu-e here. He was liorn at sea 
during the immigration of his 
parents to America from Wales, 
October 22d, 1870, His boyhood 
days were spent at l^anvstoid. Pa 
From 1881 to 1887 he was a pupil 
at (he Pennsylvania Ins(i(utioii for 
the Deaf ami Dumb, where he was 
considered an iinnsually bright 
scholar. In (he Fall of 1887, ho 
entered Gallaudel College, graduat- 
ing in 18i)'2. For a brief time he 
was employee! a.s secretary at his 
,\lma Mater, a( Mt. Airy, lie then 
went to Florida to fill an appoint- 
as supervisor and foreman of the 
printing oflice at the St, Augustine 
Institute for (he Deaf and Dumb, 
which position he held for about a 
year. Another year was ^pent on 
the Stewart Grove (an orange 
grove), and he al.so served as city 
(Hiitiu- on a newspaper there. He 
niiirried in Florida. Tiring of the 
South, he returned t») the^cene of 
his boyhood days. There he fre- 
quently met the Rev, Mr, Koehler 
on his itinerary trips and llnally, in 
March, 18!>5, was induced by him 
to take uj) church woik among the 
deaf under his direction. Aeconl 
ingly he camt« to Philadelphia, ami 
in May, 1085, was license*! as lijrv- 
Rea<lor at All Souls' t^hur<'h for 
Hie Deaf, The following month he 
applied for admission as a candi- 
<late for Holy Orders and «nlered 
the Divinity School, in West Phila- 
delphia, in September of the same 
year. About a year afterwanls he 
was detached from All Souls" 
Church aim put in charge of Grace 
Church D(>af-Mute Mission, Balti- 
more. Md. But he continued his 
studies at tlH» Divinity ScIum)!, 
making weekly trips to Baltimore 
only. As a theological student, he 
has shown a remarkable proficien- 
cy, n " ■' ' ' it bar-

owing to trouble with his eyes, was.

Dr. (tallaudot preached the bac- 
calaureate sermon Sunday after- 
noon, choosing for his suli.ject the 
very ai>propriate one, " Loyalty lo 
the Klag of our Country." Mis text 
was from Psalms 70:4 — "Thou 
hast given a banner to them thatr 
fear thee, that it may be displayed 
because of the truth." The doctor 
was troubled with a toych of his 
old enemy synovitis, in the rij^lit 
slionhler, and so spok<> orally, Mr. 
Kly rendering in signs while Dr. 
I''ay offcM-cd prayer. 

To Dr. Cialhuidel's notes we are 
iiidebte<l for the following sum- 
mary of his address : 

If a foreigner should come lo 
of our largo cities, ignoiantof the 
fact that a war was iroiiig on with 
Spain, he would woinler why so 
nniny flags were displayed fiom 
t,li(( houses. There is hardly one 
in which some such symbol of our 
(u)untiy aulhoiity is noi visible. 
We, onr.selves, jierhaiis do not r(>- 
alize fully what it means. 

It is an expression of devotion 
to the (Jovernmeiit. 

V(<ry f(!W can go and fight, but 
many wish to prove their interest, 
and in this way they find one of the 
most eloquent means. 

He spoke of the meaning of the 
flag and its supreme use in time of 
war, but of the increasing con- 
demnation of war in our times. 

Mul altenti<>n must be directed 
lo the fa(^t that some of the most 
beneficent achievements of civiliza- 
tion have been secured at the 
mouth of the cannon. 

Passing by the history of other 
iiat ions he showed how the wars of 
our own country have produced re- 
sults for which wi> can not Ixi too 
thankful, lb* briefly reviewed tli(\ 
Kcvolnlidii, War of 1812, Mc'xican 
War, and Civil War. While the 
causes that 1(m1 up to the Mexican 
war may not all have been praise- 
worthy, the results attained have 
been truly for the belter of the 
world, and in the other three wars 
thcMC is not the slighti'sl doubt of 
the rigiiteousness of onr caus(i and 
of our success. 

He spok<! of the events that 
forced the United States into the 
jiresent war with Spain, the chief 
of which causes wai^ to give free- 
dom to a p(M)ple long crushed and 
tyrannized over by a corrupt and 
grasping ' inother-(!ouiitry,' — a. most 
cruel harsh, and (ippie<<ji v<. mo- 
ther. 

He allud<'(l to I lie hi.sH)i',\ of 
Spain, parti<'ulaily in the New 
World, her cruel trealm(<nt of the 
natives she found here. Here, as 
in the Old World, he rule has been 
conspicuous for its cruelty, its 
S(dlislines8, its treachery. Accord- 
ingly we see how, when hereoloiiies 
have grown they have rebelled, 
and one al'tcn- another br(d<cn licr 
yoke and come to the enjoyment 
of the blessings of liberty. Krom 
being lord over the greater part of 
—the Western hemisphere, sh(> has 
lost nearly all and sunk frcmi the 
position of a first class world's 
power lo one of the lowest. ' 

Our object in taking up arms 
ag.iinst her was piircdy ben(>volent 
-due lilx'ity of the Cuban peoi>le. 
The support of the Uovernment, 
eveil in this, by the people at large, 
was not uiianimons at the first, but 
it was sullicient to give the (iovern- 
menl the money and tli<> men it 
needed, ll must be said, loo, that 
Congress gave the i?resid(Mit very 
hearty supjiort, even more than lu> 
he asked for at cert«iik|)oinlft. 

Thougli the HUi)port of the 
(ioveriiment is now ipiite univer- 
sal, difTcrences of o)>inion exist as 
to what ought to bedone ultimately 
with conquen><i territory. His 
own feelinif was that Hhould Si)ain 
soon say she was ready to give up 
Cuba, our Goveruiuent ought to 
yi<>ld (everything else to her. The 
exlremisls would \\nv(\ us seize (he 
Philippines, ('anari«5s, Cuba, Porio 
|{ico, and line Nicaiatnia Canal. 
TlnM-e are circumstances conceiv- 
able in wiiich all this, even the 
annexation of ('uba, may become 
righteous policy. 

We hav(> appealed to force to 
sustain what we b(>li"V(> lobe riijlit, 
and our pr(>s(>nl (dToils must be to 
com|>el Spain to acknowledg(> her- 
self conqviered and willing to leave 
Ciilia free. What shall thru be 
iton<e to any vSpanish territory that 
may th('n be und(>r our control will 
depend on circumstances. 

And as a great Chrisliaii peoph;. 
we must be willing to accejil wluit- 
ever duties, as one of the powerful 
nations of the world, are put upon 
us by that Divine Providence who 
" holds all nations in llu> hollow of 
his hand." 

A word, in dosing, as to your 
duty, mv young friends of the 
Class of 'OH. 

Von cannot enter (he army or 
navy, but some of ycni may be able 
lo do something to add to the com- 
fort of flic sick and wounded. Op- 
portunities may comi> to- you to 
jirove your loyalty by Home thing 
of self-denial. And yon can keep 
from (inding fault with the.(}overn- 
ment if things do not go Just lo 
suit you. 

And, finally- there are battles 
for you, not with sword or cannon 
or warship, but of truth and purity 



and un.selflshne8s in life, against 
evil that will as.sail you from many 
quarters. 

In this war, fight under the ban- 
ner of ilie cross, and you may be 
sine of a glorious victory and an 
immortal crown.

The trusttH's of the institution 
htdd their June im>eting Kriday and 
Saturday, with all the members 
present. The names of the teachers 
for the coining year were presented 
by Superintendent Jont^s, and con- 
firmed by the lioard. All the old 
teachers were reappointed with one 
exception, Mrs. Protzman, who had 
tendered her resignation at the 
clase of the school year. The as- 
sistant matron, foremen of sho[)s, 
sujiervivsor of boys and hou.sokeeper 
were also chosen for the year. All 
the old employes wer(> le-elected, 
except Mrs. Kuscm and Miss Ulenn, 
who had not asked re-ai)poiiit- 
ments, and Harry Startzman, fore- 
man of the carp(>nl(>r shop, whose 
place \\as tilled by the .selection of 
Mr. O. Bleness. 

The plans and spt^cifications of 
the new school building were con- 
sidered and approved, and the 
work ordered to be advertised at 
once.

Painting and paper hang- 
ing are useful trades, and are well 
adapted to the deaf, and we think 
iiiort> should follow the vocations.

GRADUATE. 



An Item or Two of News. 



On the evening of Mtmdav, June 
20th, at 7.45 P.M., Mr. ' Krank 
Avens was struck by a train on the 
Long Island Railroad and instantlv 
killed. 

The accident occurred near 
Water Mill, L. I. Mr. Avens w.is 
walking on the track toward that 
village, presumably to see his 
brother, Mark Avens, who lives in 
the village. The train struck (he 
lower pait of the body, hurling him 
against the cowcatcher with .such 
force that death was inslant.uu'ous. 
As soon as the tram tnnild be slop- 
ped, the engineer jumped from the 
cab, and looking in the pockets of 
the de.id man, found an envelope 
with his name and address on it. 
This was handed to a station of- 
ficial when tht> train arrived at 
Water Mill. Mr. Edwards, with 
whom Mr. Avens resided, and his 
brother, Mark Aven.s, were im- 
iiKMliatoly notified, and they hur- 
ried to the .scene of the accideiil. 
The body was removed to an un- 
dertalrer's establishment and from 
thence conv(>yed to the home of his 
mother in Hrooklyn. 

Th(> funeral services, simple but 
impressive, were held on Wednes- 
day at a- P.M., a large crowd of 
hearing friends and relatives of the 
dead man being present. The only 
deaf-mute besid(\s his brother, 
James, was Mr. T^raiik Turner. The 
fioral otTorings wer«> numerous, one 
very b(>autiful tribute cominji from 
the New York Club of Denf-Mutes, 
of which tlu* deceased was vice- 
president. At the conclusion of 
the buria^ litnigy, the hymn 
"Nearer, My (lod, to Thee," was 
sung by two hearing friends of the 
decea.sed. Miss Lottie Rose and 
Mrs. A. M. Cook. Th<> interment 
was in Evergreen Cemetery. 

Mr. Krank Avens was (>ducated 
at the New York Institution. He 
was a congenital dtvif-mute, and 
hampered as he was by his atllic- 
titui, made good jiroiri-ess in his 
.studies, graduating from the 
.\cademic Cl.iss in 1895, wilh high 
lumors. While at school he 
showed remarkable adeptne.ss as an 
a I list and designer, and to-day, in 
the art department at Ihe Institu- 
tion, are nmnerons exjimples tes- 
tilying to Ihe high merit of his 
work. 11(> alw.iys excelled in al". 
athletic sports, and was calchei of 
the baseball nine for several years. 
On the football team he made an 
(Uiviable record, as well as in all 
field s])ort,s. 

He w.'is a member of the Protean 
Society when that organization was 
composf^d of High Chuss bo.vs, and 
it is chiefly due lo him that many 
of its theatrical entertainments and 
other affairs were so successful. 
He could adapt his skill to alino.st 
anything he undertook, slagt> 
scenery, costumes and the artistic 
points of the play were gen(>raU^ 
left to his management. Outside 
of the society, the pupils could al- 
ways rely on him to help them in 
various ways. He was very fond 
of a<inatic pui-siiits. Cat-boating 
was one of his favorite pastimes. j 

He was a dutiful son and atTee- 
(ionate bm(her, and his intelli- 
gence, loyalty and straight-forward 
manners won him hosts of friends. 
He had no bad habitsr being a 
slriclly temjierate young man, al- 
ways attending to the details of his 
busiiHvss as an artist, and was 
rapidly making a name for himself. 

The suddtmness of his death is 
greatly regretted, hardly any of 
the de*af-nintes learning of it till a 
few days after tlu> funeral. His 
friends and relatives have the 
heart felt .sympathy of all the deaf 
who knew him. 

The loss is a hoavy ttne to his 
mother and two brothers, ]>ar- 
lieularly to James, who has just 
irraduated from KanwotMl, where 
Mr. ,\ veils itHMMved his education. 
And so anotluM- rising d(>af-iiiiite 
has been cnt down in tlie (lower of 
his manluiod. and gone to join the 
great majority in the better world 
above.

On Tuesday morning woixl was 
was receiveti here that Frank 
Avens, a former p.upil, had lieen 
killed by the cars. A brief notice 
of this was published in the la.st 
is,sne of the Joi'knai., but time was 
too short to give full particulars 
as to the cause, owing to the non- 
arrival of details. Since then we 
have received full accounts of this 
sad taking off. It appt'ars that 
while walking on the railroad 
track on his way home after a call 
on friends at W.-iter Mill, L. I , he 
took this fateful path as a shorter 
route than the highway. It was 
just after '.insk when he started for 
home, he had not gone far when 
one of t he expi ess trains came bowl- 
ing along at a tremendous speed tak- 
ing him unawares. He was struck 
by the cowjcatcher and the momen- 
tum of tlie tniin hurled him back- 
wards on the bed of the locomotive, 
striking him tni the rinht base of 
the skull. Death was instantane- 
ous. He was identified by papers in 
his possession, so word was tele- 
graphed to his folks and the body 
lirought to Long Island City. 

It is impossible to realize that 
such a promising young man should 
be carried off so soon. Having 
graduated from the High Class ot 
this Institutitni three short years 
ago with highest honors for .scholar 
ship and characlei, ho had just 
begun to. bud out as a promising 
young man. In his chosen profes- 
sion as an artist and painter of 
landscape he bid fair to ac<'omplish 
great success. He was a most gen- 
ial companion amongst the boys 
and girls here, courteous to his 
superiors and an all-around .•ithlete, 
indulging in all the prominent 
games in vogue lere while he was 
a pupil. Now that he is gone he 
will 1)0 greatly missed.
